Brazil’s trade with the other 
Latin American republics has 
been maintaining the same rela 
tive position with regard to ex 
ports and imports, a report from 
the Economic and Financial Stat- 
istical Service of the Ministry of 
Finance says. 

Balances Given 

Brazil reported a_ favorable 
balance of trade in 1958 with the 
following countries: Argentina, 
US$19,917,000; Uruguay, US$13.- 
349,000; Chile, US$5,839,000; 
Paraguay, US$1,231,000; Bolivia, 
US$78,000; and Colombia, US- 
S58 .000, 

With the following Latin 
American countries Brazil had a 
deficit in trade: Venezuela, US 
$137,.796,000; Peru, US$1,490,000; 
Mexico, US$1,420,000; Cuba, US- 
$145,000; and Panama _ US$14,- 
O00, 


Expressed in terms of dollars, 


there was a slight increase in im- 
ports by Brazil in 1958 over 1957 
from Cuba, Mexico and _ Vene- 
zuela, A decline in imports was 
noted in the cases of Bolivia, 
Chile, Colombia, Panama, Para 
}guay, Peru, and Urugay.
